A POINT AGAINST THE BEEF TRUST 
I 


N the case of the L'nited States vs. Swift & Co. 


ct nl., commonly known as the "beef trust case," 


Judge Gos.scup has overrulled the defendant's demur- 
rer. We have not seen the text of the demurrer, but 
from the s\nnpsi-, of the Judge's opinion, it is fairly 
to be inferred that the demurrer %\as based upon the 
ground that the facts alleged in the complaint did not 
constitute a cause for-action. 


"There can he no doubt," said Judge Grosscttp, 


"that the agreement of the defendants to refrain from 
"bidding again--t each other in the purchase of cattle. 
is combination in restraint of trade; so also their 
agreement 
t i > hid tip prices to stimulate shipments, 


intending tn cease from bidding when the shipments 
liavc arrived. 
The same result follows when we 


turn to the combination of defendants to fix prices 
upon and re-tricl the quantities of meat shipped to 
their agents or their customers. 
Such agreements 


ca:i b? nothing less tlrin restriction upon competition 
and, therefore, combintiixi in restraint of trade, and 
thu.s viewed, the petition, as an entiretv, makes out a 
case under the Sherman act 
h ma} be true thai the 


way of enforcing any decree under thi^ petition is 
beset \\ith difncultie- and that a literal enforcement 
may result in \cxriti<>us interference \\ith defendant's 
affairs. 
Hut in the inquiry before me I am not at 


liberty to stop before such considerations. The Sher- 
man act, a-, interpreted by the Supreme Court, is 
the law of the land and to the law as it stands, l»th 
court and people must \ield obedience.' 


On its fare this appears to be a very important 


point gained b\ the trust. 
If the facts alleged con- 


stitute a cause for action the trust has been violating 
the law and is liable to the pre.-crihcd pains and pen- 
alties. 


It does not follow though, that the trust is entirely 


•defeated. 
There may be difficulty in proving the 


facts.. It ma\ be impossible to prove them. And 
then, as the Judge intimates, the enforcement of any 
•decree under the petition may be beset with difficul- 
ties. The difficulties may be insuperable. If not so 
in fact some of our courts may be inclined to act upon 
the assumption that the\ are. However, that is in 
the future, 
bulge Grosscup has clearly done the 


right thing in "overruling the demurrer, and if a final 
<lccreee is rendered in his court it is to be hoped that 
he will exert himself to the utmost to find a way of 
enforcing the decree. 


The beef trust is one of the most detestable of all 


the trusts, because it seeks arbitrarily to raise the price 
of a staple article of food, a prime necessary of life. 
So far as the price of beef has risen as a result of the 
scarcity of cattle, it is a legitimate rise and no one has 
just ground for complaint. Uut a combination of big 
packers to prevent bidding against each other tends 
to keep down the price of cattle, while an agreement 
to restrict the quantity of beef allowed to go to the 
market tends to rai.se the price of meats—not of beef 
alone, but of all meats. 
Tiy these two arrangements 


charged against the trust the cattle raisers and the 
consumers are l>oth injured, the trust buying its cat- 
tle at the lowest possible figures, and selling its meat 
at the highest obtainable prices.

TO STUDY WELLS 


r 


HE measures intended to provide a currency for 
the Philippine* are now in conference between 


the house and senate. The house bill extends the 
monetary system of the United States to the islands, 
•while the senate bill establishes a gold standard there, 
based upon the peso containing just half as much gold 
as the American gold dollar. 


The senate measure in effect, sets up a gold stand- 


ard with fift\ cents \\orth of gold in the dollar— 
just as was done in Japan. If this is not a hishcmest 
proposition then the great basic '•argument" of Re- 
pulican spellbinders against the free coinage of silver 
falls flat and pointless. According to that argument 
a "fifty cent dollar" represented the very worst of 


• financial infamies, \\hile the peculiar virtue of the 


gold standar'l la\ in the fact that under it the dollar 
"was always worth a hundred cents the world over. 


But the simple truth is that there never was a 


. legitimate argument in favor of the substitution of 


the gold standartl for bimetallism, or putting the 
proposition more plainly, there never was a valid 
argument in favor of demonetizing silver. It was in- 
tended to enhance the value of money holdings at the 
expense and to the injury of those whose wealth was 
in some other form. In this country no attempt was 
seriously made openly, to defend it until after 1896. 
Almost everybody claimed to be in favor of bimetal- 
lism. 


Neither of these two measures promises anything 


to the advantage of silver. Looking at the matter 
Iran the standpoint of silver mining we may view 
both bills with a degree of indifference as to which 
lecomes a law. It would be a little better to let the 
money system of the islands stand as it is, for now 
there is an unrestricted use of Mexican dollars, while 
whichever of the proposed measures is agreed upon,

HE Washington dispatches bring the news that 


a new division to be known as the division of 


hydrology, has been organized in the hydrographic 
branch of the geological survey. Th^ work of this di- 
\ision will include the gathering and filing of records 
of wells of all kinds the study of artesian and other 
problems relating to underground waters and the in- 
vestigation of the stratigraphy of the water-bearing 
and associated rocks. In addition to the gathering of 
.statistics relating to the flow and cost of the wells 
it is hoped to give especial attention to the geologic 
features uhich govern or are related in any way to 
;l-e supply of water. 


The dnision will subdivide into two sections, the 


ca-ttni and the western, the first embracing the gulf 
and the Mississippi river states to the east and the 
the second embracing the remainder (reclamation) 
states and territories of those having public lands. The 
charge of each section has been assigned to a geolo- 
gist.' The sections will be still further subdivided 
so that each state or group of adjacent states shall 
constitute a district in charge of a geologist employed 
for the purpose. 


In the western section it is expected that the study 


ot the geologic structure will be followed by the sink- 
ing of wells by the survey, the aim being to test such 
of the arid or semi-arid regions as appear to present 
conditions favorable for artesian water, with a view 
to their ultimate development for agricultural pur- 
poses.
